THE IRISH LANGUAGE 


Professor Liam O Buchalla (Mr. William 
Buckley) :2ad a paper in irish in which he 
treated of the position of the Irish language 
and how it could be improved and extended. 
There was, he said, uo reason why the Irish 
language s quid nos be taught to the rn 
people of the country. The Government ha 
done much for the Gaeltacht, but, outside 
the Government schemes, little was accom- 
plished by the people themselves. He sug- 
gested the establishment of a board whose 
business it would be to lay down plans that 
would create prosperity in the Gaeltacht. The 
board should consist only of persons who had 
intimate acquaintance with the conditions of 
the people, and, being Irish speakers, should 
have sympathy with the teaching of Irish. 
He did not anticipate that the cost of such 
a scheme would m much, and as it was a 
national guestion the Government would not 
hesitate to help it. But the principal care of 
the Government ought to be the saving of 
the language and the making of it the chieí 
means of education in the Gaeltacht.

OLD IRISH POETRY 


Mr. Tadg O'’Muirchu, M.A., read a paper 
in Irish on “ Gaelic Poets aud Poetry, in 
the course of which he referred to the work 
done by schools in certain districts in Ireland 
centuries ago in the encouragement of thie 
bards and the preservation of their poetry: 
The poets of that period were gentlefolks, 
and they were respected by tue people 
amongst whom they lived. ‘The kings had 
their official poets, whose duty it was to 
note every incident in the life of thew 
master and his followers, end to record it in 
poetry in a style complimentary to their 
patron. Most of these compositions were ad- 
mirable, passionate, patriotic and soul-sti: 
ring. 


ee 


generally, An outstanding figure in those 
ancient days was Geoffrey Keating, who, he 
said, was gifted with the vem of poetry in a 
high degree. Among other poets whose com- 
positions '» referred to were An Aicéadae, An 
Feiviteirig, Daibi Ui Bruadais and Aodagan 
O’Rathaille. O'Rahilly was the author of 
some valuable songs, and he deserved a 
better fate than to be reduced at the end of 
his life to wander in the wilds of Kerry, 
alone, poorly clad and sad at heart. He was 
a man of extensive learning and a refined 
gentleman. He had been snubbed once by 
one of the rich people, and he never, after- 
wards applied for their help, He was a man 
of independent spirit, and to the day of his 
deat’: he was loyal to the cause of Ireland's 
independence. At that time the penal laws 
against Catholics were in force. and the bulk 
of the inhabitants of the rural districts were 
forced to live in huts of the most unhealthy 
kind; for if they made any improvements in 
their dwellings their landlords, would raise

the National Association of School- 
masters, which was held at Swansea yester- 
day,. The restoration of the pay “ cuts” 
announced by Mr. Chamberlain in his Budget 
speech was the topic of self-congratulation, 
hat ‘all the speakers described the restora- 
tion as long overdue. : 

Mr. J. A. Rice, of Hull, said that, while 
they welcomed the removal of the “‘ cuts,’ 
they felt, in view of the figures, that there 
had been undue. delay, ‘he Chancellor's 
figures showed that the wrong could have 
been righted at a much earlier day.

LOOKING BACK 

Mr. F, A. Gibbs, of London, said :—‘I 
feel just as grateful as a man who, having 
suffered three and a half years’ of punish- 
ment for a chime he did not cominit, is 
graciously given a free pardon. July 1st, the 
date when the ' cuts” are to be restored, 
will mark the close of the three an a half years’ 
period, to which schoolmasters will look back 
with feelings of bitter resentment. We 
regard the restoration as a tardy, reluctant 
act of simple justice which may do some- 
thing to allay the rankling sense of in- 
justice which has existed among school- 
masters for the past three and a half years."

CATTLE FOR BRAZIL 


“Brazil at the moment has forty-eight 
million head of scrub cattle, which it wants 
to improve. For that purpose they would 
be customers for the next twenty-five years 
at least of Irish thoroughbred cattle, and 
would pay from £20 to £40 a head, according 
to quality. They want to compete in the 
American market. with the Argentine people, 
who have for years been paying high prices 
in England and Scotland to secure the best 
breeding.” 

Last year, continued Senator Parkinson, 
Brzail imported one hundred .housand pounds 
worth of potatoes from Liverpool. They were 
probably all Irish potatoes. That would be 
a useful bit of business to Jeave the port of 
Waterford. Last year also Brazil bought 
seven hundred thousand pounds worth of 
linen—a mixture of coarse flax used in b2 
of tweed in hot countrics. The Free State 
supplies one hundred thousand pounds worth 
of that trade, but it was not sold as Irish 
linen because it was sold through a Northern 
Ireland firm. If the Free State were taking 
goods from Brazil, she, in return, would be 
able to take the best part of one million 
ounds worth from us each year. We could, 
ied instance, undér a quota system, import 
from her thirty thousand pounds worth of 
coffee, and last year we imported three 
hundred thousand potnds worth of cocoa for 
the manufacture of chocolate, while Brazil 
has the best stuff in the world to offer. Maize 
was produced in abundance there, and if it 
were possible to import part of the million 


pounds worth we paid the Argentine for last.

IN NORWAY 


Last year the Free State imported 
over £1,000,000 worth of pulp and newsprint, 
but had no alternative trade with the people 
who supplied it, Norway was a huge suppher 
of pulp, and, in return from them, they could 
reasonably expect some good trade.

LORD TWEEDMOUTH 


Lord Tweedmouth, a former Lord-in- 
Waiting to the. King, died yesterday in

Provence folklore, art and history. 

Tarascon was the favourite retreat of King 
René, poet, painter and father of Marguerite 
of Anjou, who became Queen of England as 
the wife of Henry VI. He founded at 
Tarascon the Order of the Crescent, and- in- 
augurated the annual Festival of the Tarasque 
(now extinct). The Tarasque, supposedly 
tamed by Saint Martha, was long carried in 
efligy by the Tarasconnais. As a matter of 
fact, the Tarasque still exists, although it 
never knocks down pedestrians with is 
stupendous tail; it will be stored away in 
the new Tarascon Museum. 

It is believed that Hannibal crossed that 
majestic river, the Rhone, at Tarascon, as 
did the hordes of Teutons and Cimbrians, 
who were later annihilated by Marius, uncle 
of Julius Cesar. 

Alphonse Daudet and John Stuart Mill, 
who spent the last fifteen years of his life at 
Avignon, often visited Tarascon together, im 
the company of Mistral, the great Provencal 
poet, who received the Noble Prize. for 
Literature in 1906. The castle, now to be 
transformed into a museum, is said to be one 
of the most beautiful in all France.
